NEW FIGHT ON 
ARMOR PLANT 
Bethlehem Carries Battle 
on Tillman Bill Before 
House Body. 


Washington, D. C., March 22.—When 
the house na val committee today received 
the Tillman bill for a government armor 
plate plant which passed the senate yes- 
terday it also received a proposal from 
the Bethlehem Steel company to cut the 
price of armor from the present price of 
$425 a ton to $395. 

This offer previotsly was made to the 
senate committee and ignored. In the 
face of threats after the senate commit- 
tee’s refusal to entertain the proposal 
that the armor makers would raise the 
price if the bill passed, the company’s re- 
newed offer caused much surprise. The 
proposal was submitted by President 
Grace of the Bethlehem company, who 
repeated his statement that ff the gov- 
ernment erected a plant private works 
worth more than $20,000,000 would be 
made useless. 

President Grace said the “ proposed 
price is lower than has been paid by the 
government for more than ten years.“ 


Denies Any “Agreement.” 

Mr. Grace denied that there had been 
any conference between his company and 
the other armor plate companies regard- 
ing the price of armor to be furnished to 
the government. 

He said that between 1906 and 1913 there 
has been no clash between the three com- 
panies, that the government did not want 
a clash, and so divided its business among 
the concerns as a practical proposition. 
He added that the companies had “no 
agreement on a selling price, but agreed 
to meet the selling price of armor that was 
set for them.” 

Mr. Grace said that with the Bethlehem 
plant working full capacity twenty-four 
hours a day the cost of armor is $315, and 
at two-thirds capacity $367. He said the 
difference between those figures and the 
$395 proposed represented profit. 


Build Cruiser in Two Years. 

Chairman Padgett said he had mailed to 
all shipbuilding companies categorical 
questions as to how many dreadnaughts 
and battle cruisers they could build ata 
time.

Wiliam Harrison of Chicago, a trooper 
of the Thirteenth cavairy, mvalided back 
from the front today, told a thrilling story 
of the experiences of the American puni- 
tive column in ita invasion of Mexico, 
Harrison reached El Paso from Colum- 
bus, N. M. He is suffering from dysentery 
in the hospital at Fort Bliss. He expects 
to rejoin his command as soon as he re- 
covers. 

He declares the invading forces are liv- 
ing up to the traditions of the American 
army. If courage, sleepless energy, and 
invincible determination count for any- 
thing, he says, Columbus and Santa Ysa- 
bel soon will be avenged. 


Describes Hot March. 

It was a beautiful day,.“ sald Har- 
rison, “when the American troops 
crossed the line. The sun was beating 
down and not a breath of wind stirring, 
but the army soon made the desert look 
as if it were being swept by a thunder- 
storm. Dust, dust, I never saw such 
clouds of white, blinding, alkali dust as 
tne advancing squadrons kicked up. The 
horses were wet with sweat, and the 
dust settling upon them made them look 
like animated marble steeds. The swirl- 
ing dust covered the faces of the men 


) like masks. They looked, all except their 


uniforms, like painted Indians setting 
out upon the war path Most of the 
boys rode with their eyes closed. 

“We did not stop until we reached Las 
Palomas, twenty miles inside Mexico. It 
ie a little village of brown adobe huts, 
surrounded by frijole fields. An asequia 
runs through it and along the ditch of 
running water grew fruit trees just burst- 
ing into bloom. 


Strike Deserted 

We saw it far off across the desert. 
shimmering in the sunifke an. oasis of 
trees and water. It looked good. When 
we drew near we expected men, women, 
and children would run out to look us 
over, if not to welcome us. But nota 
man, woman. or child did we see. Las 
Palomas was a deserted village. 

“Chickens were foraging contentedly 
about the sfreets and ducks were splash- 
ing and quacking on the margin of the 
irrigating ditch. One old Nanny goat 
chewing its cud lay in a patch of shade. 
Those were the only signs of life. 

We made our first camp a mile south 
of Las Palomas. That night we drewa 
double line of sentinels around the camp. 
The farther line wae a mile out. The 
night was cold and clear. The full moon 
came up over the Guadalupe mountains. 
We used no tents, but each man slept 
under his blanket on his saddle. 


Reveille at 3 A. NX. 

** Reveille sounded at 3 o’clock. By the 
time the firat white streaks of dawn were 
in the eastern sky we had had our break- 
fast of bacon, hard tack, and coffee and 
were onthe march. The Thirteenth cav- 
alry led the van. The Sixth and Six- 
teenth infantry remained behind in 
camp. They followed us three days later. 

“We marched an hour and then rested 
ten minutes. That was our regular &ched- 
ule on the long hike into tae oc art of Chi- 
buahua. Those ten minutes of rest were 
like balm in Gilead. The cavairymen fe'l 
off their horses and dropped over on the 
ground as soon as a halt was called. The 
infantrymen flopped down as if a cyclone 


had struck them. You would have theught | 


the army was dropping dead. 


Fagged by the Heat. 

“The fagged out soldiers clapped their 
campaign hats over their faces to shut out 
the white hot glare of the sun and fell 
asleep. Those cat naps on the march 
after Villa will be remembered as long as 
any of us tive. After each ten minutes 
of rest the troops arose and went at the 
long drill across the desert with new life. 
As long as I remained In Mexico we never 
stopped for our noon mess. We were 
driving south as hard as we could go. 

“I will never forget the sight of the 
long column winding through cactus and 
sage and soap weed. We made no dust 
now. We had reached a country where 
the ground was rough gravel packed as 
tight and hard as concrete. The color of 
it was a whitish gray and, at midday, it 
was as hot as if baked ona stove. The 
sun was a ball of fire in a molten, red sky. 
There was no escape from it. The intense 
heat turned men sick at the stomach. 


Many a fellow I saw atep aside and throw 


up his immortal soul, but not a man 
gave up, not one reported sick, not one 
fell out of une.“

BRITISH NEAR SETTLEMENT 
“OF THE WILHELMINA CASE. | | 


tor Claimants Says That 
Dispute Over Food Cargo Soon 
Will Be Ended. 


LONDON, March 22.—Settlement of the 
steamship Wilhelmina case is in sight, 
according to A. G. Hays, representing the 
American owners of the famous food 
cargo seized more than a yaar ago by mg 
British authorities. 

This news has caused some surprise, as 
it was announced in April, 1915, that the 
case had been settled. Even the books 
written on the economic effect of the 
British blockade write of the * generous 
settlement of the Wilhelmina claims.” 

This settlement on principle was 
reached April 10, 1915, when the British 
government undertook to pay the Ham- 
vurg prices for the cargo and damages for

ANTI-CONSCRIPTION FALLACIES. 

That a British minister finds it necessary at this 
stage of the war to declare that conscription is not 
a process of Prussianization reveals an astonishing 
stubbornness of prejudice and perverted doctrine. It 
would seem that after England's recent experience 
in England’s present military situation, the waste 
and injustice of the volunteer system should have 
disposed of the fallacy of voluntaryism. If equal 
service in Heu of shirk is Prussianization it is high 
time England were in that respect Prussianized. 

England has done wonders with the volunteer 
principle. Considering the inherent weakness of 
such a system, and that English soil is intact and 
in small danger of invasion, the response of her 
people has been inspiring. We in America may 
well doubt that we could equal her record. 

But there is a limit to volunteering, as has been 
proved in every war in which the system has been 
tried, and England bas reached that limit. Now 
she must resort to the draft, and objections are not 
explained by twaddle about Prussianization. Objec- 
tions really are based on a violent dislike of going 
to the front cherished by those who have not re- 
sponded to patriotic impulse or the self-sacrificing 
example of their brothers. | 
The volunteer aystem, the subject of so much tall 
talk in Great Britain and in America, has nothing 
to commend it. It produces a maximum of military 
inefficiency, but that is not its worst defect. It isa 
shameful injustice under which the best moral ma- 
terial of a nation, the men of ideals, of devotion, 
the best stuff of citizenship, is sacrificed to save the 
selfish, the cynical, the greedy, and the cowardly. 

Why should the anti-constriptionist call universal 
service Prussian? It is French, Russian, Italian, 
Swiss, Australian, Japanese. If Prussian patriot- 
ism devised and developed it under stress of na- 
tional danger, England's allies had the patriotism 
and foresight to adopt it also, and in time of peace, 
whereas now the British are asked to accept it 
only in the midst of war, as the draft was adopted 
by the American democracy in its own day of trial. 
Fugland's experience is full of sharp lessons for 
us, and the greatest is to be found in the working 


of the so-called volunteer system. If we can learn 


without the hard knocks of experience, we shall 
discard the volunteer system before misfortune com- 
pels us, and adopt the just and democratic system 
of universal service in time of peace. 

Nationally compulsory service is as voluntary as 
the so-called volunteer service. If a self-governing 
people, considering the needs of the common defense, 
duly enact through their representatives a law re- 
- quiring all citizens to contribute to that defense, they 
“have acted voluntarily, without compulsion as a peo- 
ple, and the unwilling individual has been deprived 
ot his Mderty only in the sense apd degree proper to 
his part in organized society. If the individual may 
not elect to shirk taxes or jury service it is because 
be is a part of 4 community, and has exchanged 
part of his individual freedom for his privileges 
| as a member of the community. The same prin- 


; ciple applies with equal force to the duty of sharing 


| ip the common defense | 

This is truism, but it is ignored in the vocifera- 
tion of pseudo-democrats who pretend to oppose 
‘ conscription or universal service on principle. 
We in America may or may not need universal 
- service, though Tun Trisunm believes we do both 
on military and social grounds. But there can be 
v0 intelligent argument over principles.

New York, March 22.—[Special.}—The 
most important event of the day in the 
preparations for the big brawl between 
Champion Jess Willard and Frank Mo- 
ran was the meeting of the fight re- 
porters at the opera house.

HD gloxinie is a plant thet every 
flower lover ought to grow for the 
gecoration of porch and veranda in 
summer. It is exceedingly rich in 
coloring. It blooms profusely and
